H ARD work and determination has resulted in 
a new plot of 25 allotments at Lyewater, in 
Crewkeme, thanks to support from local busi¬ 
nesses, and the town council who presented £500 to 
the scheme last week. 

Chairman of the scheme, Jason Balfour, is a relatively 
new resident in Crewkeme but before he moved last 
October, he knew he wanted somewhere to grow his 
own food. 

Thanks to contact through local Green Party repre¬ 
sentative Ben Hartshorn, he was introduced to the pos¬ 
sibility of reclaiming the sloping field between Barn 
Street and Lyewater, which was made available in late 
March. 

Unfortunately only a little clearing of the dense 
bramble which covered much of the field, could be 
done before nesting season so the project had to go on 
hold with only a small area was cleared but now there 
are 12 people working their plots with more set to 
come on board shortly. 

Mr Balfour said the irony now was that he had been 
so busy organising and getting other people set up, that 
his own plot has been a little neglected this season, and 
he hadn’t managed to grow as much as he would have 
liked. The other members said they were very grateful 
to Mr Balfour for his energy and sacrifice in moving 
things forward for all of them. 

Mr Balfour said they were very grateful for the 
money from Crewkeme Town Council which would 
go towards creating a fence between the plots and the 
public footpath through the field.

Inventor gets busy in Crewkerne 


N EW Crewkerne 
resident Peter 
Manning hopes to 
bring new business to the 
town and is already put¬ 
ting his head together with 
Graham James, of James 
Hardware, to get things 
moving. 

Mr Manning moved to 
Hurle House with his wife 
Karen, three months ago 
from Bristol. 


He is a professional de¬ 
sign innovator and 
worked for many years 
for major design compa¬ 
nies in London. Fifteen 
years ago he started to de¬ 
velop his own product in¬ 
novations which he 
licensed in royalty agree¬ 
ments and has had six 
products on the market. 

In 2009 he secured in¬ 
vestment in his new com¬ 


pany, with five of his new 
product concepts, from 
two business investors via 
a business angel network 
which he described as 
“Dragons Den without the 
TV”. In 2010 Mr Man¬ 
ning went to India to set 
up production of his first 
product Wellitop. 

Wellitop is a clip on 
cover for wellies so that 
you can leave your boots 


outside and it stops the 
rain and creepy crawlies 
entering. It keeps boots in 
pairs, stops them falling 
over and you can carry 
and hang up the boots 
with it. 

The inventor was de¬ 
lighted to see a traditional 
hardware shop in his new 
home town and offered 
Mr James the chance to 
sell his product which was 
already running off the 
shelves elsewhere. 

Seeing it as an immedi¬ 
ate good idea in the rural 
community, Mr James 
was happy to trial sales of 
the Wellitop in his shop 
which he has just ex¬ 
panded into the adjacent 
premises. 

Mr James said: “I 
thought it was really good, 
one simple idea is all it 
takes and everyone has 
had spiders in their 
wellies. I think the fact 
you can stand them out¬ 
side and keep them dry is 
brilliant too. I think it’s 
nice for Crewkerne to 
have new people with new 
ideas.” 

Mr Manning is already 
working on other ideas 
and said: “Ideally I would 
love to come up with 
something that can be 
made here on the indus¬ 
trial estate and sold in 
Graham’s shop. 

“James’ is a fantastic tra¬ 
ditional hardware shop 
which has everything - 
DIY advice and plenty of 
cheerful, helpful staff.” 


The two men are already 
kicking around other ideas 
for useful items and have 
planned some major 
brainstorming over a pint. 

Mr Manning’s company 
4 Leaves Innovation has 
sold over 100,000 Welli- 
tops in the last 12 months 
in UK and Europe with 
new retailers coming on¬ 
board for next spring. 

His second product 
RainCan is being pro¬ 
duced in the UK and will 
be on the market in spring 
2012. He described Rain- 
Can as an eco-designed 
watering can that collects 
the falling rain, has a frog 
escape ladder and stacks 
like buckets which re¬ 
duces the carbon footprint 
on transport. 

He designs and makes 
all his own models in his 
studio and is currently 
working on an exciting 
project with a business 
partner in America. 

Mr James said the new 
Wellitop product had tied 
in nicely with his expan¬ 
sion plans. He had been 
waiting for the lease on 
the next door shop for 
some time and has applied 
for planning permission to 
knock down the small di¬ 
viding wall between the 
two shop doorways creat¬ 
ing face to face entrances 
under cover. The hard¬ 
ware and DIY products 
are in the new shop and 
gardening and household 
in the original premises, 
giving both room to grow.

ILMINSTER resident Brendan Moran is passionate about the project to re¬ 
furbish and re-open the pool at Greenfylde First School in the town, which 
would also be for public hire. 

He became involved in the project as a parent and vice chairman of the 
friends of the school aptly named FROGS but is also keen to see history pre¬ 
served, as the pool is the oldest in Somerset. The friends are on tenterhooks 
as they have bid for a £6,000 grant from the Natwest Community Force 
and the public have until October 22nd to vote online for their project. If 
they seal people's votes then the grant would be put towards money al¬ 
ready raised to help fund the £16,000 required to carry out the repairs at 
the pool. 

Born a Yorkshireman, Brendan came to Somerset for work and has lived 
in llminster since 2005 with his wife Ruth and two young daughters (aged 
five and seven) who both attend Greenfylde and llminster Swimming Club. 


• WHAT do you like most about 
llminster? 

It is the perfect sized town, small 
enough that you see people you know 
every time you go into town but not so 
small, like a village that everyone knows 
all your business. The schools are bril¬ 
liant too. We have spent time in London 
and to be able to walk the kids to school 
and walk to the shops where you can 
get everything you need is brilliant. 

• HAS the community been helping 
the pool project? 

Oh yes, we had a very successful pam¬ 
per night the other day that raised £500 
and support from the town council, Ma¬ 
sons and Old llminsterians. Together 
with £5,000 from Gooch and Housego, 
of we get the £6,000 from Natwest, we 
will be able to go ahead with the work. 

• WOULD the pool be used by the 
swimming club? 

Unfortunately it is really only a children's 
training pool, although it does have a 
deep end it would be alright for the real 
learners but I don't think it would be a 
standard for their competition work. 
Sadly they have to use other towns, like 
Chard, for that. 

• ARE there any other improvements 
you would like so see in the town? 

The town parks need updating, with 
new play equipment, especially the 
skate park which had a bigger ramp and 
now it's gone. 

• ARE you a big swimmer yourself? 

Not now, but it was something I did as a 
child, I was lucky to have it as part of my 
school day and it would be great to give 
the kids here that opportunity. 

A lot of the local children have parents 
and grandparents who used the pool. It 
was originally outdoors and the earliest 
picture we have found was 1913. 

• WHAT three things would you want 
on your desert island? 

I have got to have some gadgets; my 
ipod so I could listen to music, I still keep 
up with the times and like Radio One, 
My HTC phone, hoping I could get re¬ 
ception and I like reading as well so a 
Kindle with lots of books -1 like all sorts.

There are loads of places in the world I'd 
like to visit. I'd love to do an extended 
tour of America, Peru and South Amer¬ 
ica but that would have to wait until the 
children were older. I like old towns and 
historical buildings.

I really enjoyed the War of the Roses pe¬ 
riod at school but I'm not sure it would 
be a good time to visit, it was very 
bloody. 

I'd love to know more about it but I'm 
not sure I'd want to hang around.

I'd definitely put some towards the pool 
and share some between family and 
friends to make then more comfortable 
but I would like to set up some sort of 
charity. 

We support the NSPCC already and I 
would want it to be for children, some¬ 
thing to improve facilities locally.

HAVING children is a major change in your life 
and if you have not properly provided for them 
in the event of your death they may be able to 
make a claim against your estate which could 
lead to incredibly distressing situation for those 
left behind. 

Not everyone realises that if they have already 
made a Will it will be revoked (cancelled) if they 
later get married or if they are already married 
and have made a will the terms of the will may 
be affected by any subsequent divorce. 

It is important not only to make a Will but to 
ensure that you keep it under review should 
your circumstances changes. 

If you are not married or living with a long 
term partner it becomes even more compli¬ 
cated as contrary to popular belief the law does 
not recognise a co-habitee as having the same 
legal rights as a spouse no matter how long you 
have been together. 

No one likes to thinkthey will die before their 
children but life is full of accidents and uncer¬ 
tainties and if you want to protect those you 
love and are worried about what will happen to 
them if you are no longer around you should 
not put off making a will to ensure as far as pos¬ 
sible your wishes are followed 

After all if you do not specify beforehand what 
you want to happen after you have died you 
won't be able to do anything about it after¬ 
wards! 

Young Children - Appointment of 
Guardians 

If both parents die who will look after the chil¬ 
dren becomes a major question. The only way 
to ensure your wishes are heard it so make 
them known beforehand. 

Any parent who has parental responsibility 
can appoint a Guardian in their Will to ensure 
that in the event of the die before their children 
are 18 that the children will be looked after by 
someone of their choice. 

Sadly in some cases such an appointment 
may not be automatically be effective and it is 
important to seek proper legal advice to ensure 
that as far as possible your wishes can be fol¬ 
lowed.

Roots to the Electric Palace 

STOMPIN' DAVE brings another great night of music from the USA to Bridport's Electric Palace on 
Wednesday, November 16th. Following a packed night at The Marine Theatre, Lyme Regis and a sell 
out at Dorchester Arts Centre for Dave with The Whitetop Mountaineers, from Virginia, this time it's the 
turn of Appalachian Roots from North Carolina. 

Appalachian Roots is a duo show featuring Ira Bernstein and Riley Baugus. Their performances are a 
dynamic mix of traditional dance, song, and instrumental music from the southern Appalachian region 
of the US, with a few international twists thrown in. Concerts include percussive flatfooting and buck¬ 
dancing, rhythm tap dancing, French-Canadian step dancing, English clogging, South African boot 
dancing, hambone, fiddle tunes, and fiddle sticks by Ira; southern Appalachian songs and ballads, old- 
time banjo and fiddle tunes, and mountain preaching by Riley; and a good dose of fiddle and banjo. 
Appalachian Roots is an old-time music and dance variety show chock full of humour and skill. 

Born and raised in the suburbs of New York City, Ira Bernstein began dancing traditional Appalachian 
clogging and flatfoot¬ 
ing, and playing the 
fiddle as a college stu¬ 
dent in 1978 in 
Philadelphia where 
there was a vibrant 
old-time music and 
dance community. He 
later went on to per¬ 
form with the highly 
influential Fiddle Pup¬ 
pets, and the American 
Tap Dance Orchestra. 

Ira has performed in 
concerts and at festi¬ 
vals all across the U.S. 
and Canada, as well as 
in sixteen other coun¬ 
tries around Europe 
and Asia. He has 
shared the stage with 
many of the world's 
greatest tap and step 
dancers, including the 
legendary Gregory 

Hines and has appeared numerous times on television and in theatrical productions. Ira has repeat¬ 
edly won first place in the Mount Airy Fiddler's Convention old-time flatfooting competition. 

Riley Baugus is a North Carolina native who began singing and playing music at an early age. Raised 
in a household where recordings of old-time music were often played, he developed a love and ap¬ 
preciation for traditional, southern Appalachian music. Riley began honing his musical skills with close 
friend and neighbour, fiddler KirkSutphin, by visiting elder traditional musicians in and around Grayson 
County in the Blue Ridge Mountains of North Carolina and Virginia. He often visited, played with, and 
learned from fiddlers such as the legendary Tommy Jarrell, Robert Sykes, and banjo player Dix Freeman. 

Riley has played with numerous old-time stringbands, including The Red Hots, Backstep, and the Old 
Hollow Stringband, and currently plays with the Dirk Powell Band, and Polecat Creek. He has also 
taught banjo, guitar, and fiddle at music camps throughout the U.S.,and has toured in Europe with The 
Farmer's Daughters, Dirk Powell and Tim O'Brien,The Konnarock Critters, and Ira Bernstein. Riley makes 
his home near Winston-Salem, North Carolina, where he builds old-time, open-back banjos, and is 
part of a thriving musical community. His singing is featured on the soundtrackto the recent Academy 
Award winning film Cold Mountain.

wonderfully multi-dimen¬ 
sional. Polemical reports of 
injustice and inequality are 
woven into tales of every¬ 
day lives, told in plain words 
and with distinctive tunes. 

Since their first appearance in 1993, Coope, Boyes & Simpson's powerful and distinctive singing and song¬ 
writing have taken English Roots into radical new directions.

The play was written in 
French by Gerald Sibleyras and 
originally titled "Le Vent des Peu- 
pliers".

Gerald Sibleyras discovered that 
in France, after WW1, 
soldiers,wounded either physi¬ 
cally or emotionally were often 
retired at a very early age. So the 
play is really about forgotten he¬ 
roes, settled, undoubtedly in a 
lovely corner of France, cared for 
by devoted nuns, but cut off al¬ 
most entirely from any sort of or¬ 
dinary life in the community. 

Tom Stoppard has translated 
the play into English, and re¬ 
named it "Heroes". The play is a 
very witty, often hilarious but 
sympathetic look at a month in 
the life of three very different vet¬ 
erans. When played in London in 
2005 it also received much ac¬ 
claim winning an Olivier award 
for best comedy. 

Our three actors are depicting 
the three characters wonderfully 
well. One has been in the "Home" 
for 20 years, another for 10 years, 
the third, a newcomer of only six 


months. He sets out to incite 
them to run away, he has Indo¬ 
china in mind but in the end a 
wistful sort of compromise is 
reached--There is much talk of the 
distant poplars, seen beyond a 
graveyard, symbolic of freedom 
and a life outside, and they each 
develop a relationship with a 
large stone dog, also on their ter¬ 
race. There is much talk and rem¬ 
iniscence of how to woo and win 
the opposite sex; all this spun 
over the daily fixations about a 
murderous nun, a once brave 
hero now an agarophopic and a 
man who is pragmatically re¬ 
signed to his lot.lt really is a lovely 
play. ! You will love these men 
....and admire the very different 
kinds of heroism they display in 
dealing with 
what life has 
handed them. 

The British 
Legion will 
have a pres¬ 
ence in the 
theatre during 
our play with 
the opportu¬ 
nity for mem¬ 
bers of the 
audience to by 
poppies to 


support this important and 
worthwhile charity. They work 
ceaselessly to prevent just this sit¬ 
uation with our own soldiers, 
wounded or needing help after 
serving in recent and current con¬ 
flicts. John Goodall the llminster 
Branch Chairman of the British le¬ 
gion said "we want these people 
back in the community, not shut 
away". We are proud to have our 
play linked to this wonderful or¬ 
ganisation, and hope that many 
members of our community will 
come and see the play and sup¬ 
port the Royal British Legion in 
the build up to Remembrance 
Day.

A LOOK at the league table shows that with a quarter 
of the season gone, Yeovil Town once again occupy 
one of the all too familiar relegation spots.

As a season ticket holder I am anxious that my club 
should do well. No one likes to see their favourites 
struggling, and whilst success and failure go in cycles 
for everyone eventually, the last time Yeovil fans had 
anything to cheer about was in the ten years span¬ 
ning the turn of the century with promotion through 
the non-leagues leading eventually to promotion to 
the Football League and then League Two.
